But setting up a synthetic fuel 


industry, Krug said, "is far too 
large an operation and requires 
tod much time to be undertaken 
under emergency or War condi- 
tions." 
Visualizing the program as ten 


times the magnitude of the syn- 
thetic rubber program developed 
during the war, Krug added: 
"It should be undertaken now 
when the country is at peace and 
completed over a period of 5 to 
10 years." 
Krug made his proposal on the 


basis of a lengthy report outlin- 
ing what already has been accom- 
plished in the field of synthetic 
fuel research. 


Besides the work already done 
with oil shale and coal, Krug re- 
ported that an ingredient found 
in corn cobs can be converted in- 
to a type of sugar and subsequent- 
ly fermented into liquid fuels. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son has asked congress for au- 
thority to utilize a war plant at 
Muscatine, Iowa, for commercial 
scale experiments in using agri- 
cultural products for fuel.

Mines' oil shale pilot plant at Rifle, 
Colo., has been producing about 
50 barrels of crude shale oil a 
day since last May. Cost records 
indicate, he said, that oil could 
be produced on a commercial 
scale at about .$2 to $2.50 a bar- 
rel.

The quality, he .said, would not 
compare favorably with natural 
petroleum now selling at those 
prices but would be "easily com- 
petitive" if "the recent trends 
toward price increases continues."

"Whatever human progress can 
be claimed for the last 3000 years 
has not been due to any improve- 
ment in intellect or even in moral 
qualities, but is simply the result 
of the accumulated knowledge and 
experience of mankind. 


"It remains to be seen whether 
the Caucasian race will, by self- 
extermination, make way for the 
development of some colored race 
in 
the 
Northern 
Hemisphere, 


where the climatic conditions are 
most favorable for the flowering 
of mankind." 


Professor Gates does not say 


what Caucasians may do to exter- 
minate themselves. 


In the evolutionary evidence he 


finds one dead end. This, the end 
of a race of a species, came always 
from getting too gigantic in size. 
This law of size he says is one of 
the most widespread laws of ani- 
mal evolution.

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BLOODLESS BATTLE 


In his statement on the Marshall Plan, 


Bernard M. Baruch spoke to the Senate 
Foreign Relation* Committee of "the in- 
credible follies of mankind which destroyed 
earlier civilizations." The greatest of these 
follies is war. Yet war seems to be the only 
thing that will make Americans work 
together as Mr. Baruch says they now must 
work together to assure world peace. 


In wartime, common danger begets com- 


mon, all-out effort. The government func- 
tions, not perfectly—for that Is impossible 
but with reasonable speed. People are will- 
ing, as Mr. Baruch says they must again be 
willing, to "contribute what is required in 
moderation, self-restraint and, If necessary, 
wcrifke." 


War wastes money and material and 


property, as well as lives. Its prosecution 
demands a more authoritarian head of gov- 
ernment than a democratic people would tol- 
erate in time of peace. Yet war calls forth In 
all of us some commendable traits of unity, 
industry, charity and straight thinking. 


Those traits would be particularly wel- 


come In the collective mind of Congress 
today. The members are now called'upon 
to decide whether there Is to be a bloodless 
battle for peace In Europe and, If there Is to 
be one. to plan its strategy. This task needs 
atateamanshlp that resembles our wartime 
generalship. 


Planning, Integration and production— 


those were the three problems that had to be 
•olved at home before our troops could win 
battles on distant fields. Those are the three 
problems which must be solved at home 
again before the bloodless battle can be won 
in Europe. 


Mr. Baruch did the Foreign Relations 


Committee and the Congress and the coun 
try a great service when he presented those 
problems in their prope^ perspective. We do 
not say that his plan is perfect, or that his 
recommendations should be carried out with- 
out question. We do say that a program 
of European aid cannot be carried out sue 
oessfully without some counterpart of his 
wisdom, vision and objectives. 


"By itself this legislation cannot bring 


peace," Mr. Baruch told the committee. "It 
is a beginning, not the end. If Its objectives 
are to be realized, it must be accompanied 
by two further actions—we must stabilize 
America for peace; we must develop a global 
strategy for American peacemaking." 


The problems of the battle for peace are 


varied and complex, but they are inseparable. 
As our military strategists could not put off 
fighting Japan until Germany was disposed 
of, so our peacetime strategists cannot con- 
duct their campaigns one at a time. 


Just as there were two great theatres of 


World War II, so there are two great divi- 
sions of the present battle for peace. At 
borne, we must check Inflation. In Europe, 
we must help to revive an 
exhausted 


economy in time to save it from the advance 
of communism. 


It is a pity that, thus far, so many in 


Washington who are actively concerned with 
this battle's strategy have shown themselves 
to be more intent on November's vote than 
on an integrated attack 
upon today's 


problems. 


It begins to look as If nearly all human ail- 


ments will soon be handled by Ihe medium 
of radioactive pills or something, and then 
how will the doctors make a living? Life is 
just one problem after another.

ERP AND TAXES 


Thli Is something that Americans need to re- 


member: Expenditures of the government for the 
fiscal year 1948, according to Mr. Truman's budget, 
will come to 16 percent «f the estimated gross 
product of the nation. That is, it will amount to 
16 percent, 11' production keeps up, if we are as 
prosperous as we have been. In 1940, the expendi- 
tures of the government amounted to 9.8 percent 
of tile estimated gross national product, 


In 1941), the total expenditures of government 


amounted to $9,297,000,000; in 1947, they amounted 
to $42,505,000,000; In 1948, $37,728,000,000; in 1949, 
llicy are to be $39,669,000,000. We ahull be upending 
more than four times is much In 1949 HS In a940. 
This, of course, includes the cost of the war, which 
we are now and shall be for years paying off. Even 
taking into consideration the lower purchasing 
value of Ihe dollar, doc* the Individual American 
have tho monny In upend? For II; Is he who spends 
It, out of his earnings. Every dollar o£ It comes out 
of his earnings, sooner or later. 


President Truman and Secretary of the Treasury 
John Snydcr take the position that they have to 
have that $39,000,000,000 nd matter where It comes 
from. If the Congress wishes to take some oft one 
place, It must be back on somewhere else. Hand 
everybody $40, as a sop, and slap It onto the price 
of goods by requiring business to pay it. Mr. Sny- 
dcr admits that his surplus ought to be Bround 
$7,000,000,000, but then the Marshall Plan will com 
about that. Give the surplus away, but do not, 
under any circumstance, permit any American to 
keep more than his own earnings. There is n bit 
of war psycholdgy in all this—too much of it for 
the country's good. The Administration 
wants 
money for elbow room. 
' 


Do you understand cither the philosophy or the 
arithmetic of this? Probably not. You arc not 
Hlonc—even Us authors do not understand it, as 
their testimony before Congressional Committees 
Indicates. 


Now we come to subsidies. A subsidy is a tax 


on the whole population In the interest of a par- 
ticular group. The principal beneficiaries of sub- 
sidies lire farmers. The proposal to roll back major 
food and agricultural prices while guaranteeing the 
farmer an assured price means higher subsidies in 
exchange for lower prices. But it also means higher 
taxes, what is the difference whether you pay 
more for your bread In the grocery store or more 
for your bread through taxes? This ought not to 
w hard to understand. 


There Is a theory going the rounds that busl< 
ness can afford an Increased tax because of higher 
thun usual profits. The assumption is that Ameri- 
can business Is nomcthlng in a vacuum, something 
that meets around the Board table of the National 
Association of Manufacturers. Actually, the cor- 
porate business of the United States Is owned by 
approximately 15,000,000 Americans, to say noth- 
ing of the partnership! and small store and shop 
owner*. Bcsldea, much of American business in 
owned Indirectly by mutual savings bonks and lICo 
Insurance companies that hold mortgages on build- 
Ings end land. In • word, taxing American business 
i» placing.an adldtlonal burden on the American 
people, on tho earning* of a huge number of in- 
dividual American*, the actual owners of these 
busfnesse*. 
Congrcis might Investigate the number of 
enterprises that changed hands during the past 
five years because taking a capital gain or loss is 
more profitable than earning a profit. The silliness 
of this Idea is only equal to the silliness of the con- 
cept. Why should a mnn HO I), his business but con- 
tinue In Its management? They do It every day. 
This country needs more production and every in- 
centive for more production is token away from 
possible Investors of capital. In fact, if these high 
taxes continue, the number of Investors will'con- 
stantly decrease, only those with inherited wealth 
having any rcsorvolm of capital. Whoever talks 
about increased production and Increased taxation, 
produces an unreal paradox. Give the American 
people a chance to use their own earnings and they 
will expand as they always have in the'past. 
But the first essential la to cut taxes—and to 
cut them way back.

PREVENTION NOT CUBE OF OVERWEIGHT 
One of my close relatives, a physical director, was 


unusually well built. When asked how he had ac- 
quired his well developed muscles, he always pointed 
to a bottle on his desk, the label on which was 
Blank'* developer. "I take a spoonful of that de- 
veloper three times a' day." 
The questioner would usually smile and say, "I 
guess it took regular exercise to attain your muscu- 
lar development." 
I often think that so many who see themselves 
becoming overweight could learn a lesson from the 
above, In that If overweight is to be prevented it 
means regular or steady effort in avoiding too much 
food—especially too much starch and fat foods, 
There I* no question but thai. If those who are 


beginning to put on excenn fat were to look ahead 
and sec what they will look like within a few years 
If they continue to over-eat, they would stop eat- 
ing so much food every day of their lives, just as 
the well developed man takes regular exercise daily 
and sees ahead of him what he will look like be- 
cause of taking his regular exercise. It Is this daily 
"prevention" of acquiring excess fat that pays divi- 
dends, not only In appearance but also in health 
and happiness. 


I often speak of the dangers of overweight and 
have mentioned the findings of the effects of over- 
weight among officers in World War II. In a series 
of examinations of nearly 23,000 officers, It was 
revealed that high-blood pressure, which is the 
cause of heart strokes and brain strokes, was found 
12 times as often In overweights and In those of 
normal weight, 


"High blood pressure Is not, however, the only 


penalty of gross overweight. This unnatural condi- 
tion predisposes to diabetes, hardening of the ar- 
teries, kidney troubles, gall bladder disease, gout, 
and various other degenerative maladies. It puts 
a strain on the heart, on the feet, and on other or- 
gans, and It makes the stout person a poor surgical 
risk." 


The thought about overweight, then, is not to 
wait until you are burdened with excess fat, which 
means taking hard exercise or doing without foods 
you greatly like, but to avoid this hard task by not 
letting yourself become overweight. Just a little less 
food dally will prevent overweight,

Th« French want to make the 


franc worth 240 to the dollar. Of- 
ficially the franc now exchanges 
at 118 to the dollar. 


This revaluation would moan 


that American wholcHalors buy- 
Ing French goods'would pay about 
half as many dollars to get them. 
Presumably the: price* would be 
lower in American stores. ' 


New and 
larger 
supplies of 
French goods In American stores 
should reduce the prices of 
all 
similar goods. 


The French 
would have 
to

up more

to get 
American dollars to buy Ameri- 
can goods.

Washington, Jan. 26 UPi_Gen- 


eraj Eisenhower has done every- 
thing he could to prevent his nom- 
ination by the Republican National 
Convention—everything except to 
convince a minority of political ob- 
servers that he would not accept 
if nominated. 


_ This is a paradoxical statement 
to make but In politics It Is far 
from being ambiguous. For Gen- 
eral Elsenhower may believe sln- 
tcrcly that he is not qualified, may 
believe that, because he says he 
will not accept, no further effort 
will be made to select him. But 
what If tha convention doe« draft 
him anyway? 


There is in the Elsenhower let- 
ter a distinctly personal note—his 
own Personal belief that he is not 
qualified and hence, a flat decision 
not to accept. This, however, is the 
view of a man who has been com- 
pelled by events to say explicitly 
the one thing that is supposed to 
be thoroughly convincing?—a state- 
ment of refusal of accept If nom- 
inated. 


It is significant that after the 
statement was made some of the 
Eisenhower supporters took It lit- 
erally and some said it didn't 
make any difference — they would 
go ahead, anyhow, With an at- 
tempt to draft the general. 


If In the face of what the gen- 
eral has written, the Republican 
national convention should draft 
him anyway, would it not, in ef- 
fect, be a mandate from a conven- 
tion saying that In the judgment 
or the delegates the general Is 
qualified and should moke the 


The general would be put to a 
test. He could, of course, change 
ni» mind. Mr. Roosevelt said -he 
wouldn't run for a third term but 
became convinced he should change 
his mind. General 
Eisenhower 
could say that he had done every- 
thing he could to discourage po- 
litical activity In his behalf but 
that Notwithstanding this he was 
being called to service. In his let- 
ter to the New Hampshire voters 
the general says he had hesitated 
to speak out bluntly because of a 
persistent doubt that he "could 
phrase a flat refusal without ap- 
pearing to violate that concept of 
duty to country which calls upon 
every good citizen to place no lim. 
Itatlons upon his readiness to serve 
in any designated capacity." 


Thus a spontaneous draft would 
refute the basis on which the gen- 
eral took himself out of the con- 


test. Every citizen must serve tf 
called to high office. General Sher- 
man said that, if nominated, ha> 
would not accept and. If elected. 
would not serve. 
General Elsen- 
hower might feel differently than 
Sherman did. 
The real question Is whether a 
national convention, in the face 
of an emphatic disavowal, would 
nominate 
General 
Eisenhower 
anyhow. It may not happen but It 
could happen. Thus, In 1924, when 
President 
Coolldge was up for 


nomination at the Cleveland con- 
vention, the word was passed 
around that Governor Lowden ot 
Illinois would not accept the vice- 
IH'i'slcji'nUiil nomination. It was an 
explicit statement. The convention 
went ahead and nominated Low- 
den and then waited for an an- 
swer. He declined the nomination 
promptly. 


There will be vigorous objection 
to naming General Eisenhower in 
the face of his letter but. If a 
deadlock ensues In the convention 
and the delegates feel they can- 
not agree, It l!s always possible 
for a movement to start which 
stampedes the convention. Under 
such circumstances, if General 
Eisenhower were spontaneously' 
nominated, the* convention would 
wait for a definite answer, and, if 
unfavorable, would proceed with 
the balloting for someone else. 


This is but another way of say- 


ing that personal wishes are often 
set aside in drafting men for poli- 
tical office and that conventions 
which Insist on a draft most tre» 
quonlly win an acceptance. 


The reasons which the general 
has given are genuine, and nobody 
will accuse him of adroitness or 
of failing to make his meaning 
clear. The truth, however, is that 
when a man says frankly he is 
not ambitious and couples it with 
the only statement he could mak* 
to stop political activity in hia 
behalf, many citizens will feel that 
this is by no means the end of tha 
matter. 


It is a safe assumption that 
General Eisenhower's name will 
get some ballots In the convention 
and that the turn to him, con- 
sidered highly improbable today. 
may develop strength If the con* 
vcntlon is deadlocked. 
If General Eisenhower is con- 
sidered as having been eliminated, 
the race is between Senator Taft 
and Governor Dewey with Senator 
Vandenbcrg as a possible com* 
promise.

Petroleum economists estimate 
we will be able to import from 
475,000 to 500,000 barrels a day 
this year, chiefly*from the.Carib- 
bean area. They count on an in- 
crease In available tankers and 
on Europe's ability to meet more 
of her ncodR through ruhnbtlltiitcd 
refineries and faster delivery of 
oil from the Middle.Blnst.

quickly, they contend. Build up 
the eastern hemlsnhere's ability 
to supply itself, and you can stop 
hauling so much, oil across the 
ocean from the western hemi- 
sphere. 


However, they don't pretend 
that will solve everyone's trou- 
bles at once. 
They say theirs is a (lightly 


competitive business (34,000 oil 
companies in the United States) 
and that there may always be dry 
spots when the supply-demand 
situation Is as tight as at present. 
Distribution difficulties may moan 
having too much oil In one place 
when another has too little. 


But Industry spokesmen still be- 


lieve the oil companies can meet 
this year's demands without any 
real hardship for anyone.

.slide down Into the depths of de- 
pression. Never was it so essen- 
tial to do this, because our whole 
influence in the world depends 
upon our remaining strong and 
Istnblc. 
The Communist world is 


I eagerly expecting that economic 
trouble at home will weaken <us 
n broad. We must disappoint that 
hope ut all costs. 


An American Iimue 


This effort to avoid economic 


disaster should. In the last analy- 
sis, bo no mere party issue. 
It 
ought to be an American Issue, 


We must find the means of curb- 


Ing 
InJliition without destroying 


freedom of enterprise, and we 
ought to do it without seeking 
partisan advantage, 


Ono of the basic principles of a 
great American 
statesman was 


Ihnt while government could do 
many things which might destroy 
confidence and retard natural eco- 
nomic progress it could not pro- 
vide it substitute for economic pro- 
gress. The great ideal of govern- 
ment ought to be to discover the 
needs and trends of free enterprise 
nnd to lend what aid it can to fur- 
thering those needs and trends. 
Government spending can never 
be a real and lusting substitute for 
private investment and venture 
capital. Taxation should be used 
for two purposes — to gather rev- 
enue for the legitimate expenses 
of government and to promote the 
essential expansion of our indus- 
trial production through private 
funds, Taxation should not be an 
instrument 
for 
redistributing 


wealth or for political advantage, 


Moreover, we should, in times 


like thin, when government rev- 
enues iitv high, attempt to reduce, 
not IIILTCUHO, the costs of govern- 
ment. 
Whatever can be saved 


should bo saved here and now, for 
we cannot be assured that our na- 


tional income will always remnln 
at the immense and unprecedented 
Utvols It has now reached. 


I am not one of those who in- 
dulge In vain hopes or gloomy pro- 
dictions ot the future. Last year, 
many of our experts were predict- 
ing a great recession of business in 
1947. They little reckoned on tho 
great productive capacity of the 
American people. They made tho 
mistake 
of selling the United 
States short. They were proved to 
be wrong. 


'But because they were wrong 
and because we ended the year 
prosperously, we must not assume 
that good times are to be with us 
always and that we need not cjcer- 
clse all prudence and energy, We 
can move forward if we arc alert 
and if we work as we fehould. 
The great demands of our people 


and the vast needs of Europe and 
Asia require production and yet 
more production. We cannot pro- 
duce without work. And we cannot 
constantly reduce our work hours 
and increase our leisure hours 
without courting trouble. 
Labor 
and 
management 
must 
work 


shoulder to shoulder at the task 
of lifting our standard of living 
through the making of the goods 
necessary to that standard of liv- 
ing. A mar* does not attain a full 
life by a full pay envelope alone. 
His life is made up of what his 
money will buy. 


Our greatest inflationary 'prob- 


lem is in the realm of food. From 
August, 1939, to August, 1947, 
farm products rose nearly two 
hundred per cent. Food rose 140 
per cent. But the products of 
machines such as motor vehicles, 
metal products, vhouse furnishings 
and agricultural implements rose 
on an average, less than fifty per 
cent. (These llgures from 
the 


Bureau of Labor Statistics). 


Thus, the most serious problem 


before us in the price of what we 
eat and drink, The prospects for 
checking inflation in that direction 
arc not particularly dark. 


In 1947, European crops were 


worse than in 1946. To make 
matters worse, our own corn crop 
was 850 million bushels less than 
In the preceding year. We had a 
better wheat crop but that die 
not make up the difference. All 
of this • means that oUr meal 
supply will be shorter and shortei 
for some. time. I think we have 
every reason to believe that the 
food-situation will be very much 
better this year. I am optimist 
enough to believe that we will not 
have two successive years of bud 
cqrn crops. Morcver, there will be 
less demand for corn for animal 
feeding, because there will be 
fewer animals. 


• 
Wheat Prospects 


The wheat prospects are not so 
good as last year, but they are 
far above the prewar average. Tho 
new estimates of the wheat crop 
are now almost up to 1,300,000,- 
000 bushels. This is 50 per cent 
higher than before the war. The 
Canadian wheat crop looks good. 
And the Argentinian wheat crop 
is already larger than was antici- 
pated. 


In Europe, the crop prospects 
are better than they were last 
year and the year before. More 
acres are 
being planted. The 
winter weather has been more 
favorable. Europe has more fer- 
tilizers and better seeds than last 
year. 


Over the world the situation in 
fats and oils is better. Rice pros- 
pects are somewhat better than 
last year, especially in places like 
Burma, 


Even Russia is going to export a 
large amount of grain. Some of 
this will go to England, and that 
will relieve us of our burden. 


In the face of these favorable 
prospects, it is not rash to believe 
that the inflationary trend may 
bt/ checked by natural causes. 
I am not a business prophet, but 
1 am certainly ablo to distinguish 
between a good prophet and a bad 
prophet a year after the facts are 
in. As you remember, a year ago 
many of our economists were tell- 
ing us that 194J would be very 
bad, 
especially in the latter part 


of the year. The prone ts were all 
wrong. They are not prophesying 
with such certainty this year, and 
perhaps that should bo n note 
of warning to us, I 
certainly 


would be frightened if they were 
all predicting good business for 
the whole year, because they have 
been so1 wrong in the past. 


However, I find among reliable 


businessmen a note of caution 
particularly with reference to the 
second half of the year. This 
spirit of caution Is a very good 
thing, because it will mean care- 
ful inspection of all the signs and 
careful control of inventory and 
prudent investments. 


Since the President's budget 
has got itself involved in a po- 
litical controversy, I shall limit 
my comments on government fi- 
nance to a few very general re- 
marks, I am not in the adminis- 
tration and I am not in Congress 
and, 
therefore, I can look upon 


this controversy with some de- 
tachment.- It seems to rne, how- 
ever, that at n time like this it 
may bo wise to defer (is muny ot 
the government expenditures' us 
possible and perhaps hold them 
for a period, later on, when there 
Is 
greater 
unemployment 
and 
greater need for stimulating busi- 
ness. 


National Defense 


It Is not wise, however, in the 


troubled state of the 
world to 


economize In matters that affect 
our national defense. We am llv- 
ng In'a world in which our diplo- 
macy must be firmly backed up 
jy 
undiminished 
strength. 
We 
should maintain our navy in a 
state of tho highest efficiency nnd 
provide for a sound and national 
lystem of military t r a i n i n g . 
Whether this is to be based on 
conscription or not is a matter for 
Congress, after a careful cxamina- 
.ion ol1 thu facts, 
to 
determine. 


Above all, however, we must not 
starve those agencies in our mili- 
:ary services which are develop- 
ng higher and higher degrees of 
scientific 
perfection. The 
next 
war, if it must come, will be n 
:lash of scientific and mechanical 
nventions and developments. We 
have led the world in this field 
and we must continue to lead it, 
not only as a measure of national 
lefonso, but ns n sound monsurc 
or production In civil lite, 


I am sure that if tho grout load- 
ers ,of the past were alive they 
would favor the general principles 
of the Marshall Plan. They would 


believe that the great power of 
this country, of necessity, would 
project: II: deeper and deeper Into 
the affairs of the world. We dm 
not remain sufo and prosperous In 
this country if .Europe is permit 
ted to disintegrate and to full into 
the .hands of Communism. Wo 
must lend n strong hand In pre- 
serving in Western Europe Ideals 
and institutions from which we 
derived our own principles and 
system of government. President 
Truman 
and General 
Marshall 


have' proposed a plan which util- 
izes to the full the cooperation of 
all those countries and also offfers 
to them material means of re- 
covery. 


This is not a party question, nor 


is it a question that ought to be 
thrown into the arena of partisan 
debate. We are asked to provide 
assistance over a period of -years 
and to fix the amount of our as- 
sistance for the first 16 months 
at something over six billion dol- 
lars. Those of us who are not in 
the government are unable to 
ascertain all the facts that are in- 
volved, and I have confidence that 
our congressional leaders in both 
parties .will ultimately make a 
wise judgment in this vital mat- 
ter. 


1 Whether C o n g r e s s can 
or 


should pledge any amount for the 
years beyond July, 1949, is beside 
the 
question. 
The 
important 


thing, it seems to me, is to agree 
on principles of wisely helping 
Europe in attaining recovery and 
in building up free institutions as 
long as that muy be necessary. 
We can determine that us we go, 
if we agree on the principles now. 


However, it is not the amount 


of nid thut we give that is most 
significant. It is the way it is to be 
administered. We must avoid as 
far as possible the mere subsidiz- 
ing of governments through the 
careless giving of money nnd 
goods. Our aid ought to be built 
into the vital economic structure 
of these countries. 
If France, 
Italy and ffther countries have 
sound and productive economies 
we can feel assured that a pros- 
perous people will not turn to 
Communism. They will support 
governments based on principles 
of freedom, justice and fair repre- 
sentation of all groups. Commu- 
nism grows only in confusion. 


Free Enterprise 


I am convinced, therefore, that 


in setting up the administrative,, 
machinery to conduct our Euro- 
pean nid we should draw into its 
management some of the 
best 


brains that America's free enter- 
prise system has created. We must 
look for management and direc- 
tion to those who have success- 
fully managed and directed great 
productive 
enterprises 
in 
the 


United States. In setting up this 
plan, we ought to have the trained 
and experienced advice of men like 
B. M. Baruch, Herbert Hoover and 
many others I might 
mention. 


These men ought to be drawn into 
this service regardless of the party 
to which they owe allegiance. 


And we ought to make sure, in 


setting up this program, that ev- 
ery dollar that is not needed for 
the actual relief of hunger and cold 
is used to build productive enter- 
prise so that Europe will ultimate- 
ly attain a sustaining basis. 


Along with all this economic 


help should be the wisest and the 
most trained service in the diplo- 
matic field. The time is past when 
we can look upon the foreign 
service of the United States as a 
minor part of the 
government. 


We need training of the most in- 
tensive sort in our Institutions of 
learning and in our government 
to see that those who represent 
us abroad truly stand for all that 
is best in American life. 
I have had some experience in 


the field of exports, and in the 
course ot my business I have 
travelled over the pa«t yearn In 
most of the civilized countries in 
the world. I have met hundreds 
of foreign businessmen 
abroad. 


And I have come to realize with 
more and more intensity how im- 
portant it is to develop the best 
brains in matters relating to for- 
eign service—both in business and 
in government. The greatest ex- 
port that this country con provide 
is .an export of brains. 


With respect to that, I think we 


might be guided by the spirit of 
Virginia's great educator—Thom- 
as Jefferson. I need not remind 
you that Jefferson gave the last 
and best years of his life not to 
public service but to the develop- 
ment of education. It was his firm 
belief that free governments could 
survive only with an educated citi- 
zenship. In the educational sys- 
tem that he conceived there was 
to'be not only training of average 
citizens but the training of lead- 
ers. That is why he conceived the 
great idea, df the state and uni- 
versity—an idea that has gone 
out from Virginia and has perme- 
ated every state in the union. In 
this state, a subject of discussion 
now is the establishment of a 
state university. This idea, which 
is so vital in this year of 1948 in 
the state oC New York Is a direct 
outgrowth 
of 
the 
thinking of 


Thomas Jefferson. 


America is launched upon a ca- 
reer of world-wide influence and 
activity. In 'this we are not: follow- 
ing the lines of the old imperial- 
istic exploitation. When the Ro- 
man empire stretched its power 
over the world it was in pursuit of 


selfish gain. Wherever it went it 
exacted tribute from conquered 
states. Tho same thing was true of 
the Spanish empire of <IOO years 
UKO. Ami it was true of the British 
empire in its earlier stages. 


Unselfish Pulley 


Americans must avoid this mis- 
take thut in every case that I have 
mentioned brought proud empires 
down to death and dissolution. 
While we cannot avoid the enor- 
mous spread of our influence, we 
must win the confidence and re- 
spect o£ the peoples with whom 
we come in contact. At the pres- 
ent moment we are manifesting 
what may be called "imperialism 
in reverse." Instead of exploiting 
those countries with which we 
come, in contact we are offering 
help. There is no reason why we 
cannot continue this wise and un- 
selfish policy. We have at home 
the greatest sources of wealth in 
'the world. We can, if we maintain 
a sound economic system and re- 
tain the blessings of political lib- 
eYty, support ourselves at home on 
a continually rising standard of 
living and at the same time sta- 
bilize the world. 
Wherever our 


goods are sold throughout the 
world we want those who buy 
them to know that they are get- 
ting full value and that we are 
seeking no selfish ends. 
It is this vision of constructive 


international 
cooperation 
that 


should enlighten our public pol- 
icies. The great statesmen of the 
past stood for this kind of foreign 
policy. It is for us, upon whom the 
responsibilities of a new genera- 
tion have fallen, to continue this 
enlightened 
policy. The 
tasks 
ahead of us are very great1 but 
with the light of the past to guide 
us and with the firm determina- 
tion to be loyal to our traditions 
we can move on to increased influ- 
ence and sound and stable peace.

San Francisco, Jan. 26 (JPl—Two 


dental researchers reported today 
they had succeeded in producing 
for the first time on record, decay 
of a tooth in a test tube, and tha 
the results may solve the mystery 
of this most widespread of human 
diseases. 


Significantly, 
the 
exporimen' 


tors said, the decay organisms 
grew and attacked the tooth in 
u .solution that contained only 
traces of sugar or starch, ami In 
a .slightly alkaline rather than an 
iicld environment. 


This runs counter to a wide 
spread scientific belief that tooth 
decay organisms, in the mouth at 
least, do their most damaging 
work in the presence of acid form- 
ed by the breakdown of sugar 01 
stnrch in the diet. 


The report wns made by Dr 


Hurry E. Frlsbic nncl Dr. Jumes 
Nuckolls, of the University of Cali- 
fornia College of Dentistry, to a 
meeting of the college's alumni. 


The tooth was un immature 


molar, taken from a Syrian Hnm- 
Hlcr, u ratliko unlmtil highly sus- 
ceptible to dental decay. It wu.s 
placed In a test tube and cultered 
organisms from a decayed tooth 
of another Hamster were added. 


In two months the tooth be- 
came discolored. Later, the rod- 
like decay organisms began bor- 
ing into the organic structure of 
the tooth enamel, eating las they 
went, • and presenting u picture 
identical lo the tooth decay seen 
in human mouths. 


The results of these 
experi- 
ments were in line with previous 
studies by Frisbie and Nuckholls 
indicating that decay attacks the 
organic inner structure of the 
teeth, doing much of its destruct- 
ive work beneath the enamel sur- 
face aVid out of sight of the dent- 
ist, and that its anpearancc on the 
outside of the tooth indicates an 
advanced stage of development. 


Production of tooth decay in a 
test tube means that experimen- 
ters hereafter may be able to ab- 
solutely control touts designed to 
show how it develops.

The New York State Teachers 


Association asked that the num- 
ber of automatic annual pay raises 
be increased from five to nine and 
that the merit promotion system 
be amended. 

In the meantime it was dis- 
closed that Governor Dewey will 
recommend to the legislature in 
his budget message Friday that 
the state pay the $3,000,000 annual 
cost of the teacher training pro- 
gram in New York city's four 
municipal colleges.

Chicago's Teachers 


Offer Strike Threat 


Chicago, Jan.. 26 <-W—A teacher 


strike threat hung over the .city 
council's finance committee in its 
scheduled meeting today on ap- 
proval of a record $97,972,000 
public school tax levy for 1948. 


The committee deferred action 
on the school budget, in a meeting 
Thursday with the result that the 
Hoard of Education was unable to 
issue salary checks to the 14,000 
teachers and 9,000 other employes 
for the two-week period ended 
January 16. 


In postponing action on the 


budget, the commute summoned 
school board officials and Super- 
intendent Herold C. Hunt to ex- 
plain, salary increase of up to 8Va 
per cent, provided for in the new 
levy. 


More than 1,000 teachers al 
raady have voted to strike if the 
levy is not approved at today's 
session. Another 8,000 have indi- 
cated their action will be decided 
by a committee which will meet 
nt: the conclusion of the council 
session, while a third group of 3,- 
000 teachers said it will, attempt 
legal action to force release of the 
salary checks.
